My claim is this: A country cannot possibly 


raise its iiL^rcgatu wage fund by protection, 
but must i luvitably reduce it. It is a con- 
trivance f. r p. oduciug dear and for selling 
dear, under cover of a wall or fence which 
shuts out tho cheaps'!1 foreign article, or 
handicaps .ton admU-ion by tlie imposition 
of a heavy fine. Vet I may for tlie moment 
allow it to he possible that, in some particular 
trade or trades, wages may bo raised (at the 
ex;n-usi- (pf the community) in consequence of 
protection. Th'.-ro was- a time when America 
built, ships .or tireai Britain; namely, befori 
the Ar.ii'i-ic-iii revolution. 8he now imposes 
heavy duties to prevent our building ships 
fur her Hi en my own recollection goes back

Without, then, absolutely denying it to bo 


lossihlo that in some isolatedau.'l exceptional 
rases th*re may be n relation between protec- 
ion (ami all protection, so far as it goes, ig 
monopoly) nnd high wages, I contend that to 
efer general ly tlie high rate of wages in the 
Jnited State- to tiiis cause would be nothing 
ess than preposterous. 


"How, then, is it that America, which, as 
ou say, makes enormous waste by protec- 
.um, nevertheless outstrips all other coun- 
ries iu the rapid accumulation of her 
wealth?'1 My general answer is that the case 


pyalty has often amounted to no loss than 


three shillings. This excess has a real analogy 
to the surplus bounty of Mother Earth in 
A 
'lea. And when 1 see her abating some- 


what of her vast advantages through the 
trick of protection, I am reminded of tho 
curious fact that this unusual abundance o 
the mineral made the getting of it in Stal 
fordbhire singularly wasteful, find that fiat 
lions, and no small fractious, of tho tenvnr 
coal are now irrecoverably buried in" tli 
earth, like tho tribute which America ha 
been pay ing to her protected interests. 


r.utnsn FREEDOM HELPS AMERICA, 


Trade is, in one respect at least, like mercy 


It cannot be carried on without conferring 
double benefit. 
Again, trade cannot be "in 


creased without increasing this benefit, and 
increasing il (in the long run) on both sidos 
alike. Freedom has enormously extended our 
trade with tho countries of the world, and 
above all others, with tho United States. It 
follows that they have derived immense ben- 
t-lit, that their waste has been greatly repair- 
ed, the.ir accumulations largely augmented 
through British legislation. We legislated 
for our own advantage, and are satisfled with 
tho benefit we have received. But it is a 
fact, and a fact of no small dimensioi 
which, in estimaliiig tho material develop^ 
incut of America, cannot bo lost sight of. 


In no country, I suppose, has there been so 


careful a cultivation of the inventive faculty, 
and iu America tho scarcity of labor lias] 
in truth, supplied the great republic with 
nil essential element of severe and salutary 
discipline. Thus it has come about that a 
race endued with consummate ability for 
labor has also become tho richest of all races 
in instruments for dispensing with labor. 


It is thus obvious enough that a remark- 


able faculty and habit of invention, which 
goes direct to cheapness, helps to fill up that 
gap in your productive results which is 
created by tho wastefulness of protection. 
The leakage in tho national cistern is more 
than compensated by the efficiency of tho 
pumps that supply it. 


America makes no scruplcs.tuen, to cheapen 


everything in which labor is concerned, be- 
cause this is tho road to national wealth. 
Therefore/she has no mercy upon labor, but 
displaces it right and left. 
Yet when we 


come to tlie case where cnpital is most in 
question, she enables her ship builders, her 
iron masters and her mill owners to charge 
double or semi-double prices; which, if her 
practice as to labor saving be right, must be 
tho road to national poverty. E converso 
if she bo right in shutting out foreign ships 
and goods to raise the receipts of the Ameri- 
can capitalist, why does she not tax tho reap- 
ing machine to raise tho receipts of tho 
American laborer? 


AvOLAND NOT TSV FREE ENOUGH. 


I have still to notice one remaining point. 


I do not doubt that production is much 
cheapened in America by the absence of all 
kinds of class legislation except that which is 
termed promotion; tin instance alike vicious 
and gigdutifl, but still (.n instance only. 
In 


our British legislation, the interest of the in- 
dividual or the classstil! rather largely pre- 
vails against that of thepublie. In America, 
a* I understand the matter, the public ob- 
tains full and equal justice. I take for ex- 
Binplo tho case of the railroads; that vast 
creation, one of almost universal good to 
mankind, now approaching to one-tenth or 
.-.ne-lwelfth of our entire national possessions.

Great Britain is an island less than ninct/v 


thousand square miles in extent. 
Its life de- 


pends upon its connection with other coun- 
Iriijs. Its prosperity rests upon its commerce 
with tho world. On the other hand, a single 
state of Iho Union is nearly three times as 
largo as Oreat Britain. .Several other states 
are each quite equal to it in area. Tho whole 
Union is well nigh forty times as large. 


With these f nndamc-ntal ]M>ints of difference 


1 ictwean tlie two countries, J assume that 
vane.il financial and industrial systems, 
wrought by tho experience of each, would be 
tho natural and logic result. Ilcnco I do not 
join issue with Mr. Gladstone on both of his 
propositions.

Ho assails protection in tho United 
Btates. The first proposition I neither deny 
nor alHrin.

During the last thirty years of her pro- 
eclive system, and especially during tho 
twenty years from IffiO to 1S4C, Groat Bri- 
tain increased her material wealth beyond all 
precedent in tlio commercial his-tory of tho 
world. 
Finally, with a vast capital accumu- 


lated, with a low rate of interMt establish- 
ed, nnd with a manufacturing power une- 
qualod, tho British merchants wero ready to 
underbid all rivals in seeking for the trade of 
the world. 


At that moment Great Britain had reason 


to feel supremely content. The traffic of the 
world seemed prospectively in her control. 
Could this condition of trade have continued] 
no estimate of the <rrowth of England's 
wealth would be possible. 


But England was dealing with an intelli- 


gence equal to her own. 
The American 


people had, by repeated experience, learned 
that tho periods of depression in home manu- 
factures were those in which England most 
prospered in her commercial relations with 
the United States, and that those periods of 
depression had, with a single exception 
easily explained, followed the enactment by 
congress of a froe trade tariff, as certainly as 
effect follows cause. Ono of the most su^cost- 
ive experiments of that kind had its origin in 
tho tariff to which I have just referred, passed 
m 1S40 in apparent harmony with England's 
newly declared financial policy.

moment a southern president (Mr. Polk) and 
a southern secretary of the treasury (Mr. 
llobert J. Walker) were far more interested 
In expanding the area of slave territory than 
n advancing home manufactures, and were 
especially eager to make commercial ex- 
changes with Europe on the somewhat diffi- 
cult basis of cotton at high prices and return • 
ng fabrics at low prices.

The peo- 
ple were soon reduced to as great distress as 
in that melancholy period between the close 
of the Revolutionary war and the organiza- 
tion of the national government—1783 to 
1789.

B paid in Europe. If we pay higher for other 
things than is paid across the sea today 
figures plainly indicate that we pay less than 
we should have been compelled to pay if the 
protective system had not been adopted; and 
I beg Mr. Gladstone's attention to the fact 
that the American ]>eople have much more 
wherewith to pay -than they ever had or 
could have under free trade.

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Electricity In the Household. 


Under this title A. E. Kermelly con- 


tributes to Scribncr an interesting paper 


Tho first use of electricity to househoh 


appliances was the electric bell, nearly a 
century ago. It lias now become BO com 
mon that a bell hung by the former me 
chanical appliances is antiquated am 
clumsy. Then came the electric annunci 
ato-. 


For many years this was the extent o: 


the application of electricity to houschok 
purposes. Within the last thirteen years 
there has come, all in a rush, the tele- 
phone, electric light and the transmission 
of power by electricity. Electric ilium i 
nation lias received a temporary backsel 
through the number of men who have 
been killed by the conducting wires, bul 
beyond doubt this will be overcome and 
a safe and perfect electrical light will 
yet be obtained—one that will be used in 
private houses as freely as gaa now is. 


Mr. Kcnnclly mentions the burglar 


alarm apparatus, by which, if a tliiuf 
raises a window no much as the thickness 
of a knife blade, a current in completed 
that rings the chestnut bull on him all 
over tho house. There, too, is the ther 
mostat, a little thermometer, which, by 
the aid of electricity, regulates automat- 
ically the temperature of a room. Tho 
fire alarm is another modern application 
of this force, and Mr. Kennelly says that 
since the common use of tho electrical 
alarm, statistics show a marked de- 
crease in the number of serious fires in 
towns. 


Electricity will keep all tho clocks in 


your house wound up and set to tho same 
moment, it will pump water from well or 
cistern to a tank in your garret, it will 
run your sewing machine or music box, 
blow tho bellows of an organ and will 
make an automatic piano play fashion- 
able waltzes for a gathering of young 
people to dance by from dark to day- 
light, and never once become tired or 
make tho company feol that they are 
making a martyr of it for their pleasure. 
In course of time houses can and will be 
heated by electricity. It will bo utilized 
for a humlrcj other purposes as soon as 
a cheap and reliable generator of it is 
found. 


Some More Homesteads. 


In tlio eastern border of South Dakota 


is the reservation of the Sissetoit Indians. 
They and the Wuhpcton Indians are ne- 
gotiating with the government for tho 
sale of their lands. When tho sale is 
consummated, as it will be pro long, 
788,000 acres of land will be added to tho 
homestead domain. Tho Fort Sisseton 
military reservation, near tho Indian 
lands, is also to be abandoned for mili- 
tary purposes. It contains 400,000 acres. 


Thus nearly a million and a quarter of 


acres of new farms will bo open to set- 
tlers ere long, though not all of it is till- 
able. Tho Indians have reserved such 
lands as they desired for farms for them- 
selves in severally. 


Only one point of difference still re- 


mains to be adjusted between tho gov- 
ernment and the Sissetons. The Indiana 
have an old claim against the United 
States which, they say, should bo settled 
before they abandon their land to settle- 
ment. Years ago, before they had their 
eye teeth cut, when they knew not the 
true value of a Dakota wheat farm, they 
say they were persuaded by white men 
to sell their lands for five cents an acre. 
This a fact. Tho red men who were thus 
deluded ask the government to now make 
au appropriation indemnifying them for 
this swindle when they were green. 
Their request certainly does not look un- 
reasonable. 


The National Electric Light association

There never has been an; 


limit to the inventive capacity of man 
onco it was wakened, and there is nc 
reason to think it will reach a limit. 


Coming inventions «ill be in tho di 


rection of storing tome of the measure- 
less power that runs to waste daily on 
the globe. Among instances of this is the 
wasted force of waterfalls and of river 
currents. How much machinery, for in/ 
stance, could Niagara drive, if so much 
as a billionth part of its water power 
could be barnesbod? That it will be is as 
certain as that the sun shines. Electric 
ity can transmit this power anywhere. 


Power in ordinary quantity can bo ob- 


tained through the development of elec- 
tricity by chemical action. This is the 
so called storage battery which already 
runs lines of street cars in several cities. 
As long as the sun shines the inventive 
genius of man will be equal to his needs. 


What Stanley Discovered. 


"Just about three years ago, while lec- 


turing in New England, a message cr.rao 
from under the eca bidding me hasten 
and take a commission to relieve Etnin 
Pasha at Wadelai," writes Stanley. 


Ho relieved Emin Pasha, as all the 


world knows. 
Besides that he made 


important geographical discoveries that 
may bo summed up as follows: 
He 


traced out the Aruwimi river from its 
source to its mouth. 
Ho ascertained 


that the great Congo forest is as large as 
France, Spain and Portugal combined. 
Ruwenzori, the Cloud King mountain, 
whoso top is covered always with snow, 
was partially explored, and the locality 
of what used to be hazily set down in 
the school maps as tho Mountains of the 
Moon has been definitely fixed. 


Stanley dibcovered on this trip that 


the Albert Edward Nyanza, called bj 
the natives Muta Nzige, is the true 
source of the southwest branch of the 
White Nile. He discovered a southwest 
extension, hitherto ansuspected, to the 
Victoria Nyanza, which adds nearly 
6,000 square miles to that great lake. 


Finally, he and his men feasted on 


blackberries and bilberries and quenched 
their thirst with water from enow bed! 
"right under the burning equator." 


Count Chardonnet, a French chemist, 


received from, tho exposition the grand 
medal for the invention of an artificial 
Rilk, perfectly adapted to its purposes. 
Silk worms were dying in Europe at a 
rate that was alarming. 
The count 


studied carefully the oheinical constitu- 
tion of silk and prepared a solution iden- 
tical with it. He poured a solution of 
collodion through hairlike glass tubes. 
The collodion hardened into threads, 
after being passed through another set 
of tubes containing water. After being 
Htill further treated, threads were pro- 
duced which could be woven into the 
finest silk. 


In southern Nevada, in Georgia and in 


California is found a peculiar substance 
known as elastic sandstone. 
It is un- 


doubtedly a stone, yet it is as flexible as 
India rubber. A piece of it may bo 
held by one end and shaken, and tho 
loose end will flop backward and for- 
ward like a mule's ear. It can be drawn 
out and compressed like a piece of India 
rubber, that too not on one plane, but in 
nny direction. "The entire stone seems 
to bo constructed on the principle of a 
universal joint," says a writer who de- 
scribes it. The stone is called itacol- 
xi mite. 


An electric railway 250 miles long, 


from Atlarta to Savannah, has been 
planned. The electricity will be gener- 
ated in a novel way, by utilizing power 
from the current of rivers along the 
route. The enterprise is one of much 
importance. 
If water power from a 


river current can be successfully used 
to generate largo quantities of electricity 
there is no end to tho mechanical possi- 
bilities that will follow. 


A Philadelphia inun shot himself dead 


in the street in that city a few days ago. 
Such a suiciJe is in the worst possible 
t iste. If a man makes up his mind to

Local Historical Societies. 


Uezekiah Butterworth makes in The 


Youth's Companion a valuable suggea 
lion to people in the smaller towns anc 
in country neighborhoods. 
It is that 


they form local societies to study the pio- 
neer and other history of their own local- 
ities. Our civilization changes so rapid- 
ly that already traces of the brave pio- 
neer times are dying out from our mem- 
ories and from the face of the country. 
By all means this valuable portion oi 
our story should be preserved. Wherever 
aged persons survive, their recollections 
should be carefully noted down and pre- 
served in the archives of the society. 


The association should have a room or 


rooms, with stated meetings and officers. 
At t lie meetings there should be papers 
read, stories told and discussions of dis- 
puted points. Certainly the least every 
neighborhood can flo is to preserve ii 
own early history. A cabinet of historic 
relics and books should be gradually ac- 
cumulated. There could be delightful 
summer excursions to historic points by 
the bociety. 


There is one thing we in America owe 


to the story of human progress. That is 
to preserve the prehistoric relics now 
going to destruction all over the coun- 
try. What Amelia B. Edwards did in 
England for Egypt, we need some one to 
do for us on a far larger scale in Amer- 
ica. This is to create a fund for explor- 
ing our ancient civilizations. 
Where 


there are mound builders' hillocks and 
prehistoric remains of any kind, an or- 
ganization should be formed to take care 
of them and study them

PHOTOGRAPHY AS A PASTIME. 


The roMlbllltie* for Hemnre and Iiutrne- 


tlon Which It Presents. 


The wonderful growth of amateur pho- 


tography aa a popular outdoor pastime 
illustrates in a marked degree the ele- 
vating tendencies of the modern devices 
for heaJth giving recreation. To the lover 
of those polite diversions that are devoid 
of the elements of daring adventure and 
the prowess of reckless exposure, the 
study of field photography presents at- 
tractions that are imcomparably superior 
to those of other outdoor pastimes. 


Photography enjoys an acknowledged 


supremacy over all other outdoor sports 
in that it cultivates the finer instincts 
and depends not for its fascinating feat- 
ures upon an exhibition of physical har- 
dihood or athletic training. The pursuit 
of tho pastime is beyond question enno- 
bling and refining in jts influence. It de- 
velops a keen and artistic eye for the 
beautiful in nature. Through the mj-s- 
tic OIK! enchanting alchemy of Vhe "dark 
room" it brings the receptive mind into 
contact with the great Artist who has 
filled tho earth and sky with such regal 
beauty, 


The whole realm of nature with its 


green fields and woodland symposium 
of daisies and buttercups, its babbling 
brooks, where the laughing rivulets go 
clattering with their silver heels over the 
stony depths and the nodding lilies drink 
in copious lihations from the perpetual 
fount—all this is the kingdom of tho ama- 
teur photographer. 


The pastime is one that not only con- 


duces to physical exhilaration, but, 
through tho fascinating mystery of its 
results, it engages our admiration and 
enlists our ripest mental endeavor. Other 
outdoor sports are largely calculated for 
the developmeiit of the body without 
rendering to the mind any adequate rec- 
ompense. 
Moreover, such pastimes as 


hunting, fishing, lawn tennis and base- 
ball combine elements of roughness that 
are incompatible with the refined deli- 
cacy of tho gentler sex. Photography is 
a recreation admirably adapted to both 
sexes. 


After all, the excellence of the results 


accomplished are dependent upon the 
skill of the artist. The time of the ex- 
posure must bo regulated according to 
the light and thfi character of the subject. 
To niuko indiscriminate "shots" at all 
sorts of objocts is the pastime of the 
schoolboy and not of the artist.

No 
artist who is in love with the art will 
waste any of his precious negatives upon 
houses except, perchance, those that are 
singularly beautiful and rustic in their 
architectural conception. 


Landscapes constitute the poetry of 


photography. They make up the rhyth- 
mic beauty of the photographic melody. 
A proper appreciation of tho art is pre- 
dicted upon the delicate impressionable- 
ness of tho artist with reference to natu- 
ral scenery. 


The photography of faces that have 


been previously prepared to the "ordeal" 
should be left for the "professional" 
whoso appreciation of the art is circum- 
scribed by tlu-limitationsof the almighty 
dollar. It is his haziness to flatter human 
vanity for sordid lucre. The amateur 
must not prostitute the art to such base 
ends. If lie desire? to embalm a sweet 
face or a graceful form on the unfading 
tablets of photography, ho should "take" 
them by the instantaneous process, when 
they are not posing for it. 


Groups of merrymakers, taken at a 


picnic or outing, without any warning 
from the operator, form a laughable feat- 
ure of photography, and the pictures 
have the rare merit of being exceedingly 
"natural." 


The time is coming when an educated 


man will not think of starting upon a 
pilgrimage without his trusty camera, 
upon whose never failing power he may 
depend to secure a panorama of his 
journey, which will bu one oCthe com- 
forts of his declining years. A glance 
at the pictures will revive a thousand 
tender associations of earlier days. 


The time is also coming when every 


educated man who builds himself a 
home to live in, will give as much at- 
tention to the construction of the "dark 
room" as he does to the library. In the 
dark room, where may be developed at 
leisure the results of a day's tramp in 
field and forest, are to be found the true 
delights of photography.

Arrival of Dr. Talmage at the 


Famous City of Joppa. 


THE SOUBOnS OF EARLY RISING.

JERUSALEM, Dec. 9.—The steamer on 


which we embarked fur Joppa, aa re- 
lated in my last letter, was palatial in its 
accommodations. It was provided with 
the electric light and every modern con- 
venience. The staterooms of this mag- 
nificent specimen of naval architecture 
were as largo as the double bedroom of 
an ordinary hotel, and comfortably, not 
to say luxuriously, furnished. 
Wo en- 


joyed sumptuous faro at dinner, which 
was served soon after we went aboard. 
The subsequent promenade on deck was 
In a dcliciously balmy moonlit atmos- 
phere; and it was infinitely refreshing 
before "turning in" for the night to lux- 
uriate in a sea hath. Bed was welcome 
after a weary day which closed thus de- 
lightfully. 


We were ar nounced to reach Joppa at 


4 the next morning. Aa the steamer 
was booked to otay in the harbor all day, 
the hour of disembarkation might be set 
to suit the convenience of passengers. 
This was as pleasant an arrangement for 
people going to bod as could be devised, 
but Dr. Talmage was HO excited at the 
Idea that in a few hours ho would neo 
the Holy Land that he could hardly 
bear to wait; and when ho retired ho 
gave positive instructions that ho bo 
called at 3, and, if land were in sight be- 
fore that hour, to notify him of it at 
once. The result of this unseasonable 
arrangement was that we were all 
aroused at the time mentioned, with the 
prospect of waiting several hours before 
land could In) sighted. 
Dr. Talmage 


paced the deck impatiently during the 
time that elapsed from his first appear- 
ance until 8 o'clock, -when the coast of 
Palestine first came into viuw. 


Seen from the deck of the approaching 


steamer, Joppa presents a very pleasing 
appearance. Its stone houses have the 
substantial and venerable look proper to 
a town of such antiquity and historic 
interest; and the lofty trees hero and 
there in the city augment the enjoyment 
felt in the picture, while tho morning 
sunlight gives tho best effect toils at- 
tractiveness. At such a timo it is not 
well to reflect that oriental cities as a 
rule excite, as seen from tho diRtanco 
expectations that are sadly disappoint 
ing in the fulfillment. 


When at hist land came into view Dr 


Talmage stood as near the bow of th 
vessel as the rules governing the conduc 
of its passengers permitted, and with un 
covered head looked eagerly forward t 
tho promised land. In common wit 
other ports on tho Syrian coast, Joppj 
has no harlior. To land there is some- 
times hazardous, even impossible, and a 
liest row boats have to l>o used in tin 
conveyance of people from ships to thi 
(ity. We were in good luck in that thi 
means was practicable, and escaped tho 
experience of being carried ashore on the 
shoulders of brawny residents, whose 
financial interests depen* largely on thi 
discomforts of other people. 


As soon as wo reached land the voice 


of tho Brooklyn preacher was heard 
"Thank God. we are hero at lost," he 
said. We took but a short timo to our 
breakfast, and soon started out to visil 
points named prominently in sacred his- 
tory. Dr. Talmngc's engagements render- 
ing it im|)ossible for him to devote any 
of the aftei noon to that purpose. 


The identical house on the seaside oc- 


cupied by "Simon a tanner" has long 
since succumbed to tho decay wrought 
by tho long lapse of time, but there ia 
Kood reason to believe that tradition does 
not err in pointing out the exact spot 
where it stood and on which another 
house now stands. As we stood on the 
roof of this building, which probably is 
exactly like the one in which the Apoatlo 
1'eter lodged, Dr. Talmage read and ex- 
pounded Acts x, which, my reader will 
remember, is the chapter giving a won- 
derfully graphic account of the vision of 
('ornclius, the trance which taught Peter 
that the Roman centurion was a proper 
subject of his ministrations, and which 
prepared tho way for the recognition by 
the pioneersof Christianity that God is no 
respecter of persons, but in every nation 
lio that fcareth him and worketh right- 
eousness is accepted with him. 
This 


"democracy of religion," including all 
nations, was a subject apfeto the preacher 
v hose words have a world wide distri- 
bution. Referring to this fact, he said: 
" We have at home in America a cosmo- 
politan population, and 
through the 


kindness of the press my sermons are 
w eekly read by people of all nationali- 
ties. I have often wished to visit the 
f.itherland of these people and to become 
more intimately acquainted with them, 
their peculiarities and their customs. 
\Vhen I shall have completed this tour I 
shall have been at the home of nearly 
e\ery nation on tho face of the earth. 
Thus far I am delighted with my jour- 
ney. I have found many warm hearted, 
gi nial, agreeable and good people, and 
very few bad ones. My heart has learned 
to take in all mankind, and in the break- 
ing of the bread of life I shall hereafter 
endeavor so to break it that all nations 
may eat and be nourished." 


Before leaving this interesting place 


we drank from the water of the same 
well at which St. Peter quenched hia 
thirst. The sights and odors of this pan 
of Joppa arc remindful that the apostle's 
host was a tanner. I need scarcely say 
that that worthy and the present gener- 
ation of his successors in his useful labor 
differ little or not at all in the methods 
by which they pursue it. 


When we returned to the hotel to 


lunch we found that our host outdid 
himself in the warmth and abundance ol 
hia hospitality. The principal dish set 
before us was a turkey, the symbol of 
American good fare, and the Stars and 
Stripes waved above the building. Mr. 
Landlord expressed himself delighted 
witn the privilege of entertaining Dr. 
Talmage, many of whose sermons lie had 
read with much interest. At his urgent 
request tho doctor entered his name on 
tho_ hotel register, making an addition 
which had not been expected. It is as 
follows: "We last night made our ex- 
odus from Egypt and this morning enter 
tho Promised Land. We came through 
tho sea dry shod. May our entrance of 
the heavenly Canaan be as placid and 
glorioug a disembarkation." The author 
of this inscription modestly regretted 
that it was not in verse, saying that he 
never wrote poetry in hia life. To this 
revelation the host replied that Dr. Tal- 
nmge's prose was as good poetry as ever 
was written. In the assignment of rooms 
for the party, my illustrious friend got 
No. S3, which is known as "Chinese 
Gordon's room," the hero of Khartoum 
having once occupied it 


Strolling along the seaside, my memory 


ami mo cordial assistance he rendered in 
tin construction of the temple and other 
buildings at Jerusalem, in sending huge 
rafts of timber from Lebanon to Joppa, 
tht n, as now, the i>ort of tho Holy City. 
It was at Joppa, too, that Jonah took 
ship when ho made the foolish effort to 
flee unto Tarshish from tho presence of 
thi Lord. I suppose what the prophet 
saw then us ho made his way to tho 
vcesel was pretty much what I saw by 
tht sea. Then, as now, hugo bales of 
goods obstructed the way, and a crowd 
of merchants, sailors and porters of vari- 
ous race and nationality, with camels 
ami mules in great number, formed adi- 
VCT sificd and ever changing picture. 


Joppa has many crooked streets today, 


as it had when tho one of Peter's resi- 
dence was distinguished from tho rest 
am I called "Straight." Many of its houses 
were built of mud, and there is a great 
deiJ of squalor to bo seen in the city. 
Tho suburbs are beautiful. 
Many gar- 


dens, ornamented with stately trees, 
adorn the prospect and delight tho obger- 
vei. I noticed palm trees, cypresses, 
orange and lemon trees. The hedges 
seem to be exclusively a rich growth of 
cactus. 
Everywhere are evidences of 


ex< ceding fertility. The soil from which 
sue h abundance springs has been brought 
down by streams swollen by heavy rains. 
Naiure has been bountiful to Joppa, 
which, under good government and in- 
habited by an enlightened and go ahead 
population, would rank high among Ori- 
ent il cities. It will always possess tho 
universal interest of a place eminently 
renowned in both sacred and profane 
history.

lua^o party left for Jerusalem, having 
'secured the services of David Jamal, a 
Naxareno, as dragoman. Ho is tho man 
whoseived in tho same capacity Dean 
tStanley, tho Prince of Wales, tho Duke 
of 1 Edinburgh and many other persons of 
diotmction in their vists to Palestine. 
Jamal has boon eminent, unoug local drag- 
omi nduringtliopast twenty years. Hwas 
under his guidance that wo inspected 
the site of the resurrection of Tabitha, 
"which by interpretation is called Dor- 
cas." This lady bountiful luod at Joppa, 
and her restoration to tho infant church 
of that city by Peter's stupendous mira- 
cle of her revival from tho dead occa- 
sioned great excitement and led to the 
widespread acceptance of tho apostle's 
tca< hing, as related at the end of the 
ninth chapter of the Acts. 


'Die festival of Tabitha is celebrated 


near Joppa, when tho women of the 
nei). hborhood, dressed all in white, gath- 
er round a fountain surrounded by or- 
ango trees and sacred to the memory of 
that sainted woman and called by her 
.name. Our guide took us to the Jewish 
colony under tho direction of Baron 
Rothschild, where Hebrew youths are 
educated as mechanics, thus giving a 
pnutical turn to tho hope of every 
faithful Israelite that Palestine will yet 
become the country and homo of the 
cho-sen people. The bright and healthy 
look ing Hebrew schoolboys one sees in 
Joppa and the neighborhood give en- 
couragement to the expectation that the 
night of tho race will be succeeded by a 
bright morning. 


Well out of Joppa on our pilgrimage 


Jerusalemward, \vo looked back on a 
city presenting a lofty, castellated ap- 
pcar.incc as seen from the land sule. The 
city slopes down toward the sea. At this 
season of tho year the loveliness of 
Shar >n, through which we passed, is less 
obviuus than in the spring time, but the 
fig tree and its supported vine, tho nu- 
merous olive trees and the general as- 
pect of fertility brought to the mind 
passages dear to the memory of the Bible 
etiicli nt. 
On our way we encountered 


quite .1 good many people going to Joppa, 
among them women in tho blue cotton 
;arb of poverty and without veils, sad 
looking, many of them, but with good 
features and graceful ligures. 


Thry carried burdens on their heads of 


'ucl, vegetables, etc., and walked with 
he proud poise which these descendants 
of Ri'bekah possess without tho need of 
ts conscious cultivation. Turkish sol- 
liers at guard houses, fine, stalwart fel- 
ows, cigarette in mouth, were passed at 
ntcnals, and strings of camels loaded 
with goods. Everywhere along the vil- 
ages on the road we saw large numbers 
if Hebrew people. This circumstance 
!eeply interested Dr. Talmage 
It seems 


'dopes and rocky ways, in valea dotted 
with symmetrical olive trees; but the 
general character of the country through 
which we passed is sterility. There was 
a tune, however, when "the paths 
dropped fatness," for the now bare ter- 
races were then covered with fertile soil 
and highly cultivated. 


To return: We stopped for luncheon 


at the gate of the valley of Ajalon. 
'There, too, we changed horses and rested 
about an hour, after which we resumed 
our journey. Very soon we reached the 
hills on which David tended his fathers 
flocks and where he successfully de- 
fended his charges from the lion and the 
bear. A short distance beyond is the 
brook Elah, whence that ruddy youth 
took the five smooth stones, with one of 
which he slew tho giant who defied the 
God of Israel. Here was an opportunity 
for Dr. Talmage to enrich his collection 
of curiosities. Accordingly he dismount- 
ed from hia horse, and, going down to 
the brook, selected a number of just such 
pebbles as he supposed were the choice 
of David three thousand years before. 


Above the brook at the foot of the 


hills of Judea is tho village which is 
pointed out as the birthplace of John the 
Baptist, where the blessed Virgin Mary 
paid her cousin Elizabeth, his mother, a 
visit, and where she "said" the Miiuifi- 
cat, the most magnificent hymn in all 
sacred literature. Here Dr. Talmage spent 
considerable time in making inquiries, 
and, Bible open for references, entered 
in his notebook new materials i'or his 
"Life of Christ." Tired and heated.be 
chose for his scat « bile he did so the 
shade of a rock, w hich recalled to his 
mind tho passage: "The shadow of a 
great rock in a weary land." 


Wo resume our ride for the last stage, 


and soon appear the evidences that we 
are approaching a great city 
Right be- 


fore us rise tho walls of Jerusalem 
Our 


hearts beat faster as we see them and 
faster still as our approach becomes 
nearer. Tho sun waa just setting, gild- 
ing the walls and domes of the city, as 
at 5 o'clock exactly we entered Jerusa- 
lem through tho Joppa gate.

ents, many of them native Christians 
and others, fi om the disaffected Wagan- 
da. 
Emboldened by tho possession of 


this force, he attacked Kilema, the 
reigning king of Uganda, and defeated 
the Ling's troops: but in a second attack 
Mwanga was himself defeated and re- 
treated to one of tho Sew islands 
Ki- 


lema was so enraged at Ins defeat and 
fearful that theCiiiistiaim with Mwanga 
would follow up thuir victory and secure 
one of the princes, with a view to plac- 
ing him on the throne, that he had every 
one of botli princes and princesses (his 
own brothers and sisters), us well as his 
own and Mnanga's children, burned to 
death in tho huts where they were con 
fined as prisoneis. 
Mwanga had after- 


ward established himself on an island 
near the mainland, and was awaiting a 
chance to renew his attack on Kilenia.— 
Pall Mall Gazette

We stopped at Riiinleh for breakfast. 


This pretty little town, which bo;ists of 
several thousand inhabitants, is claimed 
to ha.\ e been Arimathea, tho birthplace 
and lesidcnce of the loyal mau who 
begged the body of Jesus and provided 
for its sepulture. Its most conspicuous 
feature is its tower, a structure rising 
120 feet from the midst of an olive plan- 
tation 
The history of this building is 


not known perfectly. At one time it was 
part of a mosque, and there are traces 
in the neighborhood that Ratnleh in a 
remote past was a far more important 
place than it is now. If we had had 
time we should have climbed the wind- 
ing staircase to its summit and feasted 
our eyes with the sight of tho country of 
tho ancient Philistines, and the scene of 
so many bloody struggles. 


After 
leaving 
Kauileh 
we 
drove 


through the valley of Ajalon, which is 
about three miles from Latrone, a vil- 
ilage named in memory of the penitent 
thief. The country thereabout is rugged 
to admiration. Pursuers as well as pur- 
sued must have endured great fatigue 
'after the battle in which the Amoritea 
were defeated by Joshua when he said, 
"Sun, stand thou still upon Gibeon; and 
Ihrai, Moon, in the valley of Ajalon." 
(Jui faithful Jamal pointed out Gibeou 
in the distance as we speeded along on our 
way. The sun was now very hot and 
wo found our ordinary clothing exceed- 
ingly burdensome. In the early morn- 
ing, however, our heavy overcoats were 
necessary to comfort. 


I may be permitted to break off here 


and to say that our trip in this sacred 
land if, the pioneer trip of the season, 
the last one ending in June, since when 
no tourists have appeared until our ad- 
vent.
